The number of people com¬ 
ing through Edmonton police 
cells has never been higher, 
leading officers to more fre¬ 
quently close the doors to the 
downtown facility. 

Numbers obtained by 
Metro show more than 16,000 
people came through detainee 
management in 2013, com¬ 
pared to just 9,316 in 2009. 

Sgt. Mark Farnell pointed 
to the combination of a grow¬ 


ing city and a unit that hasn’t 
expanded since first opening 
in 1982. 

“Realistically, apart from a 
lick of paint here and there, 
we have had no real change,” 
he said. “Our cell capacity has 
always remained status quo.” 

Those pressures have 
forced the unit to declare code 
reds more often, a term for 
when new prisoners can’t be 
accommodated. 

In the first three months of 
2014, the unit was under code 
red for more than 73 hours. 
Since April 1, the unit has 
been in that spot for an addi¬ 
tional 43 hours. 

Farnell said the unit spent 
most of the past long weekend 
in a code red but stressed that 
doesn’t mean total closure. 

“Did it mean we stopped 
taking prisoners? No, it just 


meant we had to control them 
coming in,” he said. 

He said the unit also has to 
deal with code yellow situa¬ 
tions, in which the unit is 
still open but they’re selective 
about prisoner types, based on 
mix of current prisoners. 

Edmonton police have re¬ 
quested $17.5 million more 
for the proposed Northwest 
Police Campus, which would 
include a new detainee man¬ 
agement unit. 

The total project cost 
would climb to $99 million; 
Chief Rod Knecht has said 
that without the increase the 
detainee management unit 
would have to be dropped. 

Coun. Dave Lolcen said the 
budget decision will be diffi¬ 
cult but it’s helpful for council 
to understand just how much 
pressure the force is under.

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School boards 
OK HPV vaccine 

Eight years after the vac¬ 
cine was first brought to 
Canada, the last of Alberta’s 
10 resisting school districts 
has OK’d the deliveiy of 
immunizations for human 
papillomavirus (HPV) to its 
students. 

HPV Canada’s Juliet 
Guichon said the decision 
from last week’s St. Thomas 
Aquinas Roman Catholic 
(STAR) School Board meet¬ 
ing is a refief. 

“It means all children, 
rich and poor, will have 
easy access for a public 
health program to which 
their parents have con¬ 
sented,” Guichon said. 

Canada first purchased 
the drug for $300 million 
in 2007. In 2008 Alberta 
rolled out the vaccination 
program. Guichon said a lot 
of original apprehension 
for the drug came from the 
misconception the vaccine 
would promote promiscu¬ 
ity. 

“In the end, it’s the 
triumph over fear, of caring 
for children over fearing 
something that is not real,” 
she said. 

STAR board chair Sandra 
Bannard said originally the 
board was concerned about 
the newness of the vaccine 
and about sending mixed 
messages when it comes to 
premarital sex. 

“I think that would 
encompass the two most 
cautionaiy notes for the 
decision made in 2008,” she 
added. 

While the concerns may 
still resonate for some in¬ 
dividuals, Bannard said the 
district wanted the vaccine 
to be a parental choice, not 
a school board decision. 

“The role our school has 
is an access point for the 
students to obtain it by,”

What do Victoria’s Secret, Pur¬ 
ple Haze and Bobsled have in 
common? 

They’re just a few of the 
names affectionately bestowed 
on signs posted throughout 
Edmonton’s river valley, iden¬ 
tifying popular trails. Created 
by a collection of the city’s dif¬ 
ferent mountain bike crews, 
the hand-painted signs were 
called into question earlier 
this week when a city official 
instructed Edmonton’s Moun¬ 
tain Bike Alliance to take them 
down. 

While the confusion was 
cleared up Tuesday, Mike 
Webb of river valley operations 


said the groups responsible for 
the signs need to make some 
changes to their work. 

“The signs that are up are 
quite nice looking. What I’d 
like to do is standardize that,” 
said Webb, adding the signs 
will need to be removed from 
trees and re-posted on sign¬ 
posts. 

Garry Ogletree of Edmon¬ 
ton Mountain Bike Alliance 
said introducing signage to the 
river valley is critical. “This is 
a world-class network of single 
track,” he said. “When people 
come from out of town, you 
can’t guide them to go any¬ 
where. There’s no maps and 
there’s no names.” 

Ogletree said different 
mountain biking groups 
throughout the city have in¬ 
vested hundreds of volunteer 
hours to preserve the trails in 
the river valley and have used 
common names for different 
trails they oversee.

An Edmonton man, hoping to 
use a city program to renovate 
his basement suite, is instead 
being forced to close it down. 

Max Espinoza applied 
through the city’s secondaiy 
suite program to help upgrade 
the basement suite in his house, 
only to find his McCauley home 
isn’t zoned for it. 

He said he only found out 
the bad news after several in¬ 
spectors had visited his house 
and signed off on it. 

“It looked like eveiything 
was fine and then suddenly I 


get a notice that I had been re¬ 
jected for the funding,” he said. 

Espinoza said the suite was 
part of the house when he 
moved in and he saw many 
other suites in the neighbour¬ 
hood, so he was surprised to be 
told special zoning prevented 
him from putting one there. 

After being told his house 
wasn’t zoned for the suite, Espi¬ 
noza said, he’s gone through a 
troublesome decommissioning 
process. “I have had to remove 
doors. I have had to change 
locks. They’ve taken pictures 
of my place and they keep com¬ 
ing back and back and back,” 
he said. 

He said he wanted city help 
and now feels like he’s being 
harassed. “I was actually one of 
the poor suckers who thought 
the city was going to give me 
some help or assistance to up¬ 
grade my place,” he said. 

Senior planner Jamie Doyle 
said the city has encountered 
similar situations in the past

where a suite is illegal for zon¬ 
ing reasons or for more serious 
safety concerns, but they do 
their best to resolve the issue.

$20,000 available for home- 
owners, it makes sense for 
people to at least think about it. 


Officials encourage more people to seek measles vaccines 


An expanded vaccination 
program has reached 10,000 
people in the Edmonton area 
since a measles outbreak 
began, but the area’s chief 
medical officer said more 
people should be rolling up 
their sleeves. 

Dr. Marcia Johnson, the Ed¬ 
monton zone’s chief medical 
officer of health, said 10,000 
doses is a good number, but 
with two more cases reported 
Monday, they would like to 
be reaching more people. 

“We’re happy to immun¬ 


ize more and we would like 
to immunize more,” she said. 

Johnson said people could 
easily get an immunization 
for themselves or their chil¬ 
dren if they needed one. 

“We have lots of capacity 
in the public health centres 
— it’s just a phone call away,” 
she said. 

Johnson said AHS is also 
working to track down 
people who have been to clin¬ 
ics, daycare centres and other 
places where there has been a 
public exposure. 


She said in cases with 
broader public exposures, 
where it would be difficult for 
AHS to know who was there, 
they’re using the media to get 
the word out. 

The most recent case in¬ 
volved a public exposure at 
West Edmonton Mall on May 
16 . 

In addition to getting im¬ 
munized, Johnson asked 
people who might have 
been exposed and are feeling 
symptoms to avoid clinics or 
emergency rooms.

would approve it.

Commons defence 
committee.

The country’s top military 
commander has been called 
on the parliamentary carpet 
to answer questions about re¬ 
ports of sexual violence in the 
military. 


Gen. Tom Lawson, the 
chief of defence staff, was 
grilled Tuesday by the Com¬ 
mons defence committee 
about a recent magazine re¬ 
port that claimed sex assaults 
within the ranks are at an epi¬ 
demic level. 

The story, published by 
Maclean’s and L’actualite 
magazines, interviewed sever¬ 
al victims and examined a dec¬ 
ade’s worth of statistics docu¬ 
menting reported attacks. 

Lawson told the commit¬ 


tee he found the allegations 
disturbing, and acknowledged 
the courage of those victims 
who spoke out. 

An internal review carried 
out since the claims were first 
reported last month has iden¬ 
tified “some barriers” that 
prevent alleged victims from 
coming forward, he testified. 

Lawson said an independ¬ 
ent review from outside the 
military is being organized, 
one that will have the author¬ 
ity to interview military mem-

ed by victims who fear the 
potential consequences from 
within the military hierarchy. 


bers and could potentially 
uncover fresh allegations of 


assault. 

But he said he does not 
accept the notion that sexual 
violence and harassment are 
part of military culture, cit¬ 
ing a recent internal survey 
that suggested harassment of 
all kinds has been declining 
steadily over the last decade. 

Lawson said only a small 
percentage of those who took 
part in the 2012 survey said 
they’ve faced harassment, but 
he conceded the numbers are 
higher when the results are 


parsed by gender. 

“I think there is an under¬ 
reporting going on,” Lawson 
said, “and we need to do 
everything we can to deal 
with any issues that stand in 
the way of someone coming 
forward.” 

But defence critic Jack 
Harris didn’t buy those assur¬ 
ances, saying that the issue 
has resurfaced time and again 
since a similar media expose 
was written in the late 1990s.

The mother of a day-old in¬ 
fant snatched from a Quebec 
hospital says she’s grateful to 
everyone who helped bring 
home her baby — especially 
the group of people who used 
social media to hunt down the 
alleged kidnapper.

Alert on Monday night after the 
newborn was abducted from 
the mother’s hospital room in 
Trois-Rivieres by a woman al¬ 
legedly wearing scrubs and pos¬ 
ing as a nurse. 

The alert, which included 
a security-camera photo of the 
suspect and a description of her 
car, was splashed across main¬ 
stream and social media within 
minutes. 

Four young locals wasted 
little time picking up the 
cause and guided police to the 
woman’s home, where officers 
found the baby safe three hours 
later. Police also arrested a 
woman in her early 20s in con¬ 
nection with the kidnapping. 

“Every click, every share 
made the difference,” Melissa 
McMahon, the infant’s mother, 
wrote Tuesday in a post on her 
Faceboolc page. 

“Four marvellous people, 
whom we had the chance to 
meet, identified this woman 
thanks to Faceboolc ... We felt 
a huge amount of support from 
the public. This victoiy is for 


you, too!!!” 

The online detectives who 
helped find baby Victoria were 
identified as Charlene Plante, 
Marc-Andre Cote, Sharelle Ber¬ 
geron and Melizanne Bergeron. 

Melizanne Bergeron told 
reporters Tuesday in Trois- 
Rivieres that she came across 
the information about the 
kidnapping on Faceboolc and 
showed the photo of the sus¬ 
pect to her friend Plante, who 
realized the woman was her 
neighbour. 

She said they spotted the 
vehicle described in the alert 
parked outside the building, 
saw signs that someone was in¬ 
side and called police. Officers, 
she added, arrived on the scene 
quickly and broke down the 
woman’s door. 

“Thirty seconds after, the 
baby was in the hands of the 
police,” said Melizanne Ber¬ 
geron, who touched Victoria as 
the officer cradling her walked 
past. “It was the best moment 
in my life. We were ciying.”

Two new safety rules 
slapped on Keystone XL 


Canada-to-Texas. After 
news of defects, extra 
safety conditions were 
added on construction 
of oil pipeline project 


Safety regulators have quietly 
placed two extra conditions on 
construction of TransCanada 
Corp.’s Keystone XL oil pipe¬ 
line after learning of poten¬ 
tially dangerous construction 
defects involving the southern 
leg of the Canada-to-Texas pro¬ 
ject. 

The defects — high rates 
of bad welds, dented pipe and 
damaged pipeline coating — 
have been fixed. But the feder¬ 


al Pipeline and Hazardous Ma¬ 
terials Safety Administration 
wants to make sure similar 
problems don’t occur during 
construction of the pipeline’s 
controversial northern seg¬ 
ment, which is on hold pend¬ 
ing a decision by the Obama 
administration. 

One condition requires 
TransCanada to hire a third- 
party contractor chosen by the 
pipeline safety agency to mon¬ 
itor the construction and make 
reports to the U.S. government 
on whether the work is sound. 

The second requires 
TransCanada to adopt a quality 
management program to en¬ 
sure “this pipeline is — from 
the beginning — built to the 
highest standards by both Key¬ 


stone personnel and its many 
contractors.” 

The new conditions were 
added four months after the 
pipeline safety agency sent 
TransCanada two warning let¬ 
ters last year about defects and 
other construction problems 
on the Keystone Gulf Coast 
Pipeline, which extends from 
Oklahoma to the Texas Gulf 
Coast. 

“From the start of welding, 
TransCanada experienced a 
high weld rejection rate,” said 
one letter dated Sept. 26. Over 
72 per cent of welds required 
repairs during one week. In 
another week, TransCanada 
stopped welding work after 
205 of 425 welds required re¬ 
pair.

Even though Grant has the fast-track rec¬ 
ord we usually associate with a taker—those 
Gordon-Geclco-greed-is-good types so familiar 
in the mythology of corporate America — he 
tries to be a giver, not just because his research shows that 
nice guys (and girls) can finish first. 

Givers are defined by the fact that they will take care of

So you can’t game the give. 

Most of us are matchers in the middle — 
I’ll scratch your back with the understanding 
that you, at some point very soon, will scratch 
mine. Other people respect the matcher 
ethos, but no one actually loves a matcher, 
unless it’s the matcher’s mother, who is, by 
nature, a giver. 

All the love is reserved for givers. Givers 
sow the seeds of harmony wherever they go. 
People want to work with them because they 
trust them... and know they’ll share the glory 
and take the blame. 

Do you know anybody like that? If you do, 
you probably follow them around with big puppy eyes. 

Takers are toxic. Grant says it’s a good idea to keep a wood¬ 
en stake, silver bullet and string of garlic handy to ward them 


off. Well, he doesn’t put it in precisely those terms, but he 
does say that the negative impact of a taker can be three times 
that of the positive impact of a giver. 

They suck the lifeblood out of an organization. 

There is an easy way to spot a taker and it’s not only be¬ 
cause he or she doesn’t drink... wine. “The main sign that 
someone’s a taker is kissing up and kicking down,” he writes. 

Just because you’re a giver doesn’t mean you put a Kick Me 
sign on your back before you go to work in the morning. Win¬ 
ning givers don’t allow themselves to be kicked or stepped on; 
they don’t overdo the giving to the detriment of their own 
work, and they give on a smartly scheduled basis as opposed 
to on impulse or whim. 

Whatever you think (stop rolling your eyes), I think it‘s 
good to have permission to be a nice person. It’s ironic to dis¬ 
cover that while we’ve spent our lives learning to eat other 
dogs, happiness is a warm puppy. 

And if you’re a little bit good at being good, the rewards 
will come in your lifetime. Good dog!

I magnified them on a 
microscope, what I saw 
evoked a sense of place, 
like an aerial view of my 
emotional terrain.

I collect a tear, put it onto 
a glass slide and view 
it through a standard 
microscope, magnified 10 
to 40 times. After the tear 
sample has been either 


air-dried or covered, I pho¬ 
tograph it using a digital 
microscopy camera. 

They do look like strange 
landscapes. 

Exactly. I marvel at the 
visual similarities between 
the microscopic world and 
the macro world of land¬ 
scapes. Patterns of erosion 
etched into the earth over 
millions of years can look 
like the branched crystal¬ 
line patterns of an evapo¬ 
rated tear that formed in 
less than a minute.

Worth mentioning. USDA projects 
to help protect soil, water quality 


The U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture is teaming with busi¬ 
nesses, non-profits and others 
on a five-year, $2.4-billion 
program that will fund locally 
designed soil and water con¬ 
servation projects nationwide, 
Secretaiy Tom Vilsaclc said 
Tuesday. 

Authorized by the new 
farm law enacted earlier this 
year, the Regional Conserva¬ 
tion Partnership Program is 
intended to involve the private 
sector more directly in plan¬ 
ning and funding environ¬ 
mental protection initiatives 
tied to agriculture. 

He described the projects 
to be funded as “clean water 
startup operations” that will 
benefit communities and 
watersheds, a departure from 
the department’s more trad¬ 
itional approach of focusing on 
individual operators adopting

practices such as no-till cultiva¬ 
tion or planting buffer strips to 
prevent runoff into streams. 

Universities, local and tribal 
governments, companies and 
sporting groups are among 
those eligible to devise plans 
and seek grants. 

“By establishing new pub¬ 
lic-private partnerships, we 
can have an impact that’s well 
beyond what the federal gov¬ 
ernment could accomplish on 
its own,” Vilsack said. “These 


efforts keep our land resilient 
and water clean, and promote 
tremendous economic growth 
in agriculture, construction, 
tourism and outdoor recrea¬ 
tion and other industries.” 

In addition to protecting 
the environment, the projects 
will bolster the rural economy 
by supporting tourism and 
outdoor recreation jobs while 
avoiding pollution that would 
cost more to clean up, he said. 

The USDA will spend $1.2 
billion — including $400 mil¬ 
lion the first year — and raise 
an equal amount from partici¬ 
pants.

Jemigan says. “He tried to hide 
his issues behind the drink.” 

While Radcliffe famously 
sobered up, he apparently 
had a relapse while preparing 
for his first go at the play the 
Cripple of Inishmaan in Lon¬ 
don in 2012. “The show took 



a lot out of him,” the author 
says. “He relapsed because he 
went back to his old ways of 
thinking. He felt like he wasn’t 
good enough.” 

But the star has been clean 
and sober since the relapse, 
even as the show has moved to 
Broadway. Instead of drinking, 
Radcliffe is now apparently 
addicted to books. “He has a 
passion for reading. He reads 
one book after another,” Jemi¬ 
gan explains.

Yellowstone. This 
massive, famed park 
stretches across three 
states — you need a 
plan to see it all 


Old Faithful likely comes to 
mind when you think of Yellow¬ 
stone National Park. And it’s 
certainly worth seeing, along 
with other geysers. But the gey¬ 
sers are just the start of what 
Yellowstone offers: hiking, bik¬ 
ing, camping, fishing, wildlife- 
spotting and more. Yellow¬ 
stone National Park covers 
8,992 square kilometres over 
three states — Wyoming, 
Idaho and Montana. 

With stops along the 
way, it can take two full days 
to drive the 230-lcilometre 
Grand Loop. Here are some 
Yellowstone basics, starting 
with the geysers. 

Geysers 

Most of the park’s easily ac¬ 
cessible and most famous gey¬ 
sers are concentrated along 
a 50-kilometre drive in the 
middle of the park, from West 
Thumb, Wyo. to Madison Junc¬ 
tion, Wyo. and can be seen in a 
half-day. 

Park visitor centres can 
provide predicted eruption 
times for about a half-dozen 
geysers. Some predictions 
are in windows of several 
hours, so you’ll likely spend 
some time waiting. Old 
Faithful erupts every 60 to 
90 minutes. The exact tim¬ 
ing depends on the previous 
eruption, so the park can 
predict only one eruption at 
a time. 

Several other geysers are 
within walking distance, in¬ 
cluding the tiny Anemone 
erupting every 10 minutes 
or so. A few more clusters of 
geysers and hot springs are 
a short drive north along 
Grand Loop. 

If your timing is right, 
don’t miss the Grand Geyser, 
the tallest predictable geyser 
in the world, reaching as high 
as 60 metres and lasting up to 
12 minutes. You might have 
to wait a few hours, though. 
The Grand Geyser has been 
erupting every seven or eight 
hours. 

Hikes 

The Divide hike is about 5.6 
kilometres round trip and 
takes you to the Continental 
Divide, the line where water 
flows toward the Atlantic 
from one side and toward 
the Pacific from the other. 
There’s no sign or any other 
marker at the top, so you’ll 


have to use your imagina¬ 
tion. The park rates the hike 
as moderately strenuous, 
given the climb of about 225 
metres. Mystic Falls is more 
scenic. The start of the trail is 
close to the Biscuit Basin clus¬ 
ter of geysers, so you can get 
geysers and a hike both out of 
the way with one stop. 

Give yourself at least 
two hours for the drive 
from the geysers to Mount 
Washburn. The trail to the 
top is well-maintained, but 
the hike isn’t for those out 
of shape: You’ll climb some 
427 metres to an elevation 
of 3,122 metres. There are 
two ways up: The longer 
route, from Dunraven Pass, 
is about five kilometres 
each way, but it’s less steep 
than the Chittenden Road 
option. Take the same route 
down; the parking lots for 
each trailhead are 10 kilo¬ 
metres apart. 

In the distance, you can 
glimpse Yellowstone’s ver¬ 
sion of Grand Canyon, a gorge 
formed by the Yellowstone Riv¬ 
er. There’s a fire lookout tower 
with an observation deck at the 
top. 

Grand Canyon 

Yellowstone’s Grand Canyon 


is worth its own visit. You 
have several long or short 
hikes to choose from, along 
either side of the canyon. If 
you’re pressed for time, drive 
to the Upper and Lower Falls 
and view the rapids before a 
pair of drops into the canyon. 
For both falls, use paved over¬ 
looks or take short hikes for 
closer views. Visit the Upper 
Falls in the afternoon for a 
chance to see rainbows. 

Wildlife and driving 

Yellowstone is home to bison, 
moose, elk, bighorn sheep, 
wolves and grizzly bears. If 
you’re looking to see a certain 
type of animal, ask at visitor 
centres where to go and the 
best time of day. Cars stopped 
or parked haphazardly along 
a road usually means there’s 
something worth seeing. You 
can’t miss the bison herds, but 
for other creatures, you may 
need binoculars. 

Biking and Boating 

You can bike along the Grand 
Loop on your own bike or by 
renting one near Old Faithful. 
There are boating and fishing 
opportunities as well; permits 
are required. 

Getting there and lodging 


The bulk of the park is in 
northwest Wyoming and has 
five entrances, with gateway 
towns offering food and lodg¬ 
ing. 

The drive from the en¬ 
trances to the main loop is 
long, so plan your access 
point and lodging carefully. 
There are nine lodges inside 
the park; consider switch¬ 
ing hotels each night to be 
closer to another part of the 
park the next morning. 


The park has a dozen camp¬ 
grounds. Seven are first come, 
first served. Reservations for 
the others and for the lodges 
fill up fast. 

Nearest airports with car 
rentals are in Cody and Jackson, 
Wyoming; Bozeman, Billings 
and West Yellowstone, Mon¬ 
tana; and Idaho Falls, Idaho. If 
you have time, it may be cheap¬ 
er to fly to Denver and drive the 
885 kilometres to the park via

Eastern Europe, with its oc¬ 
casionally inconvenient train 
schedules, is the perfect destin¬ 
ation for a week-long road trip. 

Arrive by air in 

Krakow, Poland 

Home to the largest market 
square in Europe and the stun¬ 
ning Wawel Castle, Krakow is 
the perfect size to explore on 
foot. The proliferation of stat¬ 
ues and portraits of recently 
canonized Pope John Paul II is 
a reminder of this town’s pride 
for its most famous son. 

Oskar Schindler, the Ger¬ 
man war profiteer who re¬ 
deemed himself by saving thou¬ 
sands of Jewish lives during the 
Second World War, is another 
famous former inhabitant. 

His factoiy, made recogniz¬ 
able to many in Steven Spiel¬ 
berg’s film, Schindler’s List, is 
now a fascinating museum. 
Wander around the Jewish 
quarter, the Kazimierz, and 
break bread at one of the lively 
restaurants surrounding the 
small square. 

Drive to Auschwitz-Birkenau 
Memorial & Museum, Poland 

The extensive remains of this 
sinister camp are an hour and 
half from Krakow. I knew the 
experience wasn’t going to be 
a happy one, but felt compelled 
to go. Instead of the usual 
sounds of group chit-chat and 
camera shutters snapping, the 
four-hour tour here was silent. 
After seeing rooms stacked 
with stolen personal items, 
including human hair, it is im¬ 
possible not to feel sick to your 
stomach. Unfortunately, his- 
toiy can be cruel. 

Drive to Cesky Krumlov, 

Czech Republic 

This stunning 17th-centuiy 
town sits on a peninsula in the 
Vltava River, overlooked by an 
immense Renaissance castle. 

You could walk the entire 
town in two hours, but it’s 
much more enjoyable to me¬ 
ander your way through the 
cobblestone streets. Take the 
audio tour of the castle, linger 
in the unique art shops and 



stop for a goblet or three of 
mead at the Two Maiys medi¬ 
eval tavern. 

Drive to Prague, 

Czech Republic 

With only two days in Prague, 
it would be impossible to do 
justice to all of the big name 
sites; Prague Castle, Old Town 
Square, Wenceslas Square. 

Instead I followed my feet 
and wandered through the 
city’s varied neighbourhoods. I 
did end up spending two hours 
on the Charles Street Bridge, 
transfixed by the interactions 
of buskers, artists and tour¬ 
ists underneath the baroque 
statues that line the parapets. 
I had an incredible Bohem¬ 
ian meal at the Blue Duckling, 
about a 10-minute walk from 
the bridge on the castle side. 
For the more budget conscious, 
I found fantastic pubs that 
brewed their own beer and 
happily served up a pint along¬ 
side a plate of goulash for less 
than ten dollars.

If you’re a student, a recent 
grad, or an entrepreneurial 
startup type, chances are you’re 
well-versed in working from 
home, at the libraiy, and in 
various cafes around town. 

In a new study conducted 
by Ipsos Reid on behalf of the 
Canadian Employee Relocation 
Council, researchers found that 
when it comes to the Canadian 
employment mobility land¬ 
scape, more than half of those 
(55 per cent) who are currently 
employed would not relocate 
for a job under any circum¬ 
stance. 

Ask those who consider 
themselves under-employed 
and the percentage jumps to 
6.5 out of 10. That still leaves 
a considerable percentage of 
workers who would greatly 


prefer to stay put, all things 
considered. 

Remote (but tethered) work¬ 
days 

Considering these figures, 
more employees and their 
companies may need to con¬ 
sider telecommuting options 
and using mobile technology 
and broadband connections to 


enable distributed (rather than 
co-located) teams. 

Good news, then, that re¬ 
search shows part-time and 
flexible work-from-home strat¬ 
egies, if properly implemented, 
can have a positive impact for 
both businesses and staff.

Much to her dismay, Li Na is 
familiar with this feeling. 

She earns a Grand Slam 
championship, is heralded 
at home, then shows up at 
subsequent major tour¬ 
naments and seemingly 
forgets how to win. 

It happened in 2011, 
after her French Open 
triumph made her China’s 
first player with a Grand 
Slam singles title. Happened 
again Tuesday, when Li was 
seeded second at Roland 


Garros but lost to some¬ 
one ranked 103rd in the 
first round, not quite four 
months removed from win¬ 
ning the Australian Open. 

Her 7-5, 3-6, 6-1 exit 
against Kristina Mladenovic 
of France in front a partisan 
crowd on a cloudy, windy 
Day 3 came about 16 hours 
after the men’s Australian 
Open champion, third- 
seeded Stan Wawrinlca, was 
beaten in Paris. 

It’s the first time that 
the men’s and women’s 
singles champions from the 
previous major lost in the 
first round.

“They’re no fun right now,” 
said Rays manager Joe Mad- 
don. “Eveiything they’ve got 
going on right now seems to be 
working.” 

Buehrle (9-1), meanwhile, 
allowed eight hits and three 
earned runs over 6 2/3 innings.

I’ve always been fond of 
the so-called “tall wagon,” a 
hatchback that combines the 
upright seating and practical¬ 
ity of a minivan or SUV, but 
with the compact footprint 
of a small car. The Kia Rondo 
fits the bill, in five-passenger 
seating, or with an optional 
third row for seven people. 

There are three trim lev¬ 
els, and all use a 2.0-litre, 
four-cylinder engine that 
makes 164 horsepower, and 
156 lb.-ft. of torque. The base 
LX trim starts at $21,795 and 
comes with a six-speed manu¬ 
al transmission, but it’s there 
for price, not sportiness. Most 
buyers will opt for the smooth- 
shifting six-speed automatic, 
optional on the LX, and the 
only choice on the EX and EX 
Luxury trims. 

The Rondo is spacious and 
comfortable, while the top-of- 
the-line seven-seat trim level 
includes such features as park¬ 
ing sensors, panoramic sun¬ 


roof, and heated and cooled 
leather seats for $30,795, with 
navigation further available as 
an option. 

It isn’t the most fim-to- 
drive car on the market, but 
the ride is smooth, and it 
handles comers without feel¬ 
ing tippy despite its height. It’s 
also confident and well-plant¬ 
ed on the highway, and you 
can switch the electric power 
steering to feel lighter or 
more weighted, depending on 
your preference. It’s also veiy 


quiet, thanks to a considerable 
amount of sound-deadening 
material, and visibility is excel¬ 
lent all the way around. 

Kia put a lot of thought into 
the interior, with numerous 
little items to make life easier 
for families. The EX models 
have integrated rear-window 
sunshades, eliminating the 
need to use suction-cup ver¬ 
sions to protect children 
from the sun, and there’s a 
rechargeable flashlight in the 
cargo area. If you get the five- 


seat model, there’s a large, 
covered storage bin under the 
cargo floor. 

As with most tall wagons, 
it’s easy to get in and out, es¬ 
pecially for children or elderly 
passengers. The third-row’s 
seats are nicely cushioned, 
but there’s really only enough 
space for children. 

Good-looking and thought¬ 
fully engineered, the Rondo 
could well be a practical al¬ 
ternative to an SUV for many 
families.

Change in car culture. 

42-storey condo first 
in Toronto to go “no 
parking,” leading 
national trend

Another mile marker on 
the way to big change in 
automotive culture is a new 
and soaring 42-floor condo¬ 
minium structure on Uni¬ 
versity Avenue in Toronto. 

It offers lots of amenities, 
a nice selection of counter 
tops and bathroom tile, a 
snazzy foyer, but nothing re¬ 
sembling a parking garage. 

There are only nine parking 
spots and those are reserved 


for a car-share program. 

It might be the first new- 
build condominium in the 
country to offer “no parking” 
for all, but it won’t be the 
last. 

Municipalities have al¬ 
ways enacted bylaws that 
stipulate how much parking 
had to be included in new 
developments. In downtown 
Toronto, for example, the 
requirement is 0.6 parking 
spots per unit. In other areas 
it could be as high as two 
spots per unit. 

But the pressure is on to 
get rid of these parking re¬ 
quirements. 

To go “no parking,” this 
Toronto condo had to receive 
special approval from city 
council. In Calgary, officials 
are seriously considering 
green-lighting a condo tower 
with similar car-free ideals. 
And in Vancouver, they are 
moving toward new zoning 
that would allow develop¬ 



ers to make their own calls 
about whether or not to put 
parking stalls in their build¬ 
ings. 

“This is the way we’re 
headed,” says Christopher 
Hume, the Toronto Star’s 
architecture and urban af¬ 
fairs critic. “The people who 
live in these condos don’t 
need or want a car. They 
choose these apartments 
and neighbourhoods so they 
don’t have to go through the 
whole hassle of buying and 
operating a car.” 

Like we spoke about pre¬ 
viously in this space, there 
is a young demographic out 
there which does not share 
the previous generations’ 
drive for car ownership and 
car culture. That mindset is 
now making an impact on 
building design. 

Throw in the growing 
popularity of such things as 
car sharing, Uber taxi, bi¬ 
cycling, and the pressure of 


land use in the city, and it’s 
not hard to see why park¬ 
ing garages might become 
rarities in more and more 
urban neighbourhoods in 
the coming years. Hume adds 
that architects in the city are 
even contemplating a future 
where current underground 
garages might be re-purposed 
for other activities, such as 
studio space and light manu¬ 
facturing. 

As they are currently, 
parking garages are awful 
spaces. 

Usually I feel nostalgic 
about anything car related 
going away. But a dank, filthy, 
underused underground gar¬ 
age somewhere downtown is 
not one of them. And I would 
say that even if I didn’t get 
routinely lost in them. Just 
for the record, I think “exit” 
should mean “exit,” and not, 
“go around in a circle a few 
more times, than try a left... 
or right.”

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Keeping cool this summer

For us humans, the hot weath¬ 
er is one of the most eagerly an¬ 
ticipated parts of the summer 
season — but for our vehicles, 
that lovely heat means addi¬ 
tional strain on vital compon¬ 
ents eveiy time we hit the road 
with the family 

Poorly maintained parts 
tend to show themselves when 
vehicles are pushed to ex¬ 
tremes. 

As such, a sweltering sum¬ 
mer day is a fantastic time for 
overheating, driveline failure 
or engine damage, if your cool¬ 
ing system isn’t performing 


properly. Fortunately, readying 
your cooling system for warm- 
weather travelling is a relatively 
quick and painless endeavour. 

In addition to keeping your 
engine running at its ideal 
operating temperature, your 
cooling system may play a part 
in keeping other components, 
like your transmission, from 
overheating as well. 

Your cooling system works 
by circulating coolant through¬ 
out the engine to absorb and 
remove the tremendous heat 
generated by its operation. 

Over time, the effectiveness 
of that coolant diminishes, and 
a coolant change is required. 

This occurs in varying inter¬ 
vals for different vehicles, or on 
an ‘as-needed’ basis as advised 
by your mechanic. 

A proper cooling system 
check should include a look at 
coolant level and effectiveness, 
the thermostat and the water- 
pump belt, if applicable. 

The radiator and associ¬ 
ated hoses and lines should be 
inspected as well, and a visual 



check for leaks is also import¬ 
ant. A periodic radiator flush 
is also advisable to remove 
harmful sludge from within 
the cooling system. Sludge may 
accumulate within the radiator 
and hoses over time, reducing 
effectiveness and component 
life. 


Put another way, a coolant 
flush ensures eveiything is 
functioning properly, from the 
inside out. 

Protecting your engine from 
the heat this summer is only 
half the battle. You’ll want to 
ensure you and your passen¬ 
gers benefit from an effective 


air conditioning system, too. 

If your AC seems hesitant to 
blow cold, or if it isn’t cooling 
the cabin as quickly as it used 
to, an inspection is in order. 
This inspection can often reveal 
a small problem before it escal¬ 
ates into a much larger and 
pricier one. 


If you’re uncomfortable per¬ 
forming vehicle-related work 
yourself, your favourite mech¬ 
anic would be happy to help. 

Most cooling and air-con¬ 
ditioning maintenance can be 
carried out quickly the next 
time your vehicle is in the shop 
for an oil-change or tune up.
